GASOLINE AND ALCOHOL DON’T MIX 

A sheaf of 


new traffic laws, most of them aimed at curbing Cali¬ 
fornia s mounting highway carnage, became effective September 19 
and are now enforceable. 

One of them should give drinking drivers pause for thought. 

The Department of Motor Vehicles will now suspend for 90 days 
the license of anyone convicted of drunk driving for a first time. 

The suspension period for a second conviction is one year. 

Penalty for driving with a suspended license is a prohibitive 
fine or a [ail sentence—neither alternative pleasant tor the ordinary 
citizen to contemplate. 

This is one of those laws that lays a finger, not just on the other 
fellow—not just the man across the street who generally h^s one 
short beer too many—but on every person who drives an automo¬ 
bile while under the influence of alcohol. 

Convicted on charges of drunk driving, there is no leeway in the 
matter of license suspension—it is automatic. 

Sober and repentant the following day, there remains no way tor 
the drunk driver to evade the stern prohibition against driving his 
cer even though he loses his means of livelihood. For the law con¬ 
siders that he was a potential killer. 

The drunk driver is a menace to society. These new, more strict 
penalties are steps toward eliminating his crime.

the moral of our teaching, that 
is, to base the new education 
on high moral purposes. Second, 
the methods of teaching and 
learning should be based on 
sound psychology and must 
make wider u.se of community 
facilities. While the use of 
words (books, magazines, etc.), 
the use of audio-visual aids and 
the u.se of contructive activities 
all are valuable learning aids, 
we must use community’ resour¬ 
ces. Children need to have first 
hand contact with such resour¬ 
ces not only to lear» about 
them bijt to bo gripped with the 
need to chntribute to commun¬ 
ity activities, since (he end of 
education is action. 

Finally, community activities 
must be coordinated to include 
the school children and the 
school curriculum mu.sl be or¬ 
ganized around tlie basic prob¬ 
lems of community life. 

Specific suggestions made by 
Dr. Olsen include: conceiving 
of education in terms of improv¬ 
ing the quality of liumaii liv¬ 
ing; surveying community life 
and resources; cataloguing com¬ 
munity resources systematically 
so that children can have field 
irlps, interviews, work exper¬ 
iences and service opportunities 
in the community; training 
teachers in use of coinmunily !
